And to do this, 
we muft go to Romey a City that hath 

had 



had as many ftrangc tr aver fcs of for- 
tune, and turns of Govermenr, as ai)y 
other upon Earth , having bin eight 
feveral times ravifh'd and ranfack'd 
by fundry warlike Nations. Firft by 
Brennus the bold Britain, then by Ala- 
ric the Goth, afterwards by Ge/ifni- 
cus the Vandale , tlien twice by Totila 
the Hun, after him by the Moorcs and 
Saracens, then by threq Chriftian Em- 
perours, viz. by H^^ty the fourth, Otho 
the third, and Charles the fift when his 
General the Duke oi BourhonhrcaiKd 
hislaft in fcaling her walls, (and (he 
was lately like to receive an ill-far 
vour'd fliock by the Duke of Parma) 
yet fhe never fell fans recource as they 
lay, or was ever layed fo fiat upon her 
back, but (he recovered herfelf, and 
rays'd up her creft again , whence it 
may be inierr'd,that an extraordinary 
Providence, and Tutelar "G^/^/kj doth

Soidiers^ which took them away at \\\ 
plefure ; for after that the Eleftion \k 
pafs'd from the Senat to the Smrdy 
ther were above thirty Emperours 
that were put to violent deaths, and 
Ibm of them very tragical, fower mur- 
thered themfelts , many alfo of thofe 
that were adopted C^arSySLud defign'd 
to fucceed in the Empire were unr 
timely made away , being rays'd to 
that pitch that they might perifb the fooner y 
as an Author fay es . \. 

But to go more punftually to work

Now, that which heighned the Spi- 
rits of the Soldiery to fuch infolences^ 
was the largelfes , and enaeafe ct fa- 
lary 3 that the Praetorian bands us'd 
toreceavc from the new Emperour^ 
which pernicious kind of bounty was 
begun firft by Claudius Cafar , and is 
now pradifed by the Turk: for evry 
new Sulian ufeth to enhance the pay 
of the SpabitSi 2LndIamzariei to lo ma- 
ny afpers more for fear of mutinieng , 
which in time may be the bane of the 

Ottoman 
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CHttman Empire, for fuch hath bio 
dieprefumption allrcady of the fayed 
/M^2;4it>5 of late yeers that they liave 
fiujrther'd two oi their Ejmpermrs in 
lelfe than five and twenty yeers: 

But in the RnM» Empire the mili- 
tsacy bands came to fuch an exorbitan- 
cy of power, that Ibmtimes they did 
ixoftitute^and put the Empire to fale 
»y publique outcry, as we read how 
Su^tianus ofterd twenty Sefiartaimis 
(Twiichare neer upon eight pounds 
flerhng apeece ) to evry S(3dier , but 
IfiUanm rays'd the market higher, and 
out-bad him* But ConSiantme the great 
(the firil Chriftian Emperour and a 
fykainhoin ) found out the policy, to 
r^ulat, & le^enthe Pr^torian bands, 
tiuat laft he quite caCheerd them, at 
^kaft reduced them to fuch a nombet 
shat they could do no hurt.

with an /rou Crown reprefenting 
Lofifiardj , which ceremony uftth to 
be perfcnrm'd at Aqtsiigrdue tor all the 
three places^ But he is not to be cal I'd 
4itm^ttrii\\ confirmed by the Pope. 

At the firft day of tiie j^thpcrourB 
Inauguration, the forefayed EkRors 
rtrere to give their perfonal atten- 
dance in the Emperours Court ^ biic 
now they are difpens'd withall co do 
it by proxy. 

Before the Palace Gate ther us'd to 
ftand a heap of Oats to the bread of 
a Horfe , then conies the Duke of 
Saxony ifiounted > having in his hand 
a fylvcr wand, and a fy Iver meafute 
flood by, which was to weigh two 
hundred Marks , he fills the mcafure, 
flicking his wand afterwards in. the 
remainder, and fo goes to attend the 
E nipcrcur 5 The three j^rcb-i^jfhopps

fay Grace ; The Marquis of Branden- 
burg comes alfo on horf-back with a 
fylver bafon of water y of the value 
of twelve Marks > and a clean towell 
which, being alighted, he holds to the 
Empetourj Then comes the Count 
Falatin of the Shin ahori-back alfO) 
^nd being alighted he carries fower 
didies oi meat 5 ev'ry difti of the va- 
lue of three Marks • Then the Kii^ 
of B(A)emA comts with a napkin on his 
arm, with a cover'd cupp of twelve 
Maries which he prefents.

Moreover when they us'd to go in 
proceflion with*the Emperour 'twas 
ordain'd in the Golden Bull that 
:he Arch-biftiop of 'trjers (hold go 
3cfore his loaperial Majefty , and 
leer him on both fides one of the 
Ecclefiaftical Ele6tors ; The King of 
Bctoemia was to go alone after the 
flLrch-biftiops, and after him the 
Ele^or of Saxonj with the naked 
Sword of the Empire in his hand, 
having on his right hand the Count 
Palatin of the Shin , carrieng thfe 
golden apple which denotes the world 
to be under the Koman Empire ; 
And on the left hand of the Duke 
of Saxony^ the Marquefs of Bran- 
denbur^o was to march with a Scep- 
ter in his hand, then followed 
the Emperour himfctf.

len as now it is ^ He was at firftbut 
wy,f , he was but ihoiid when he was 

fpo- 
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fpoken unto, but afterwards in regard 
he had the prerogative to conferr ho- 
nors , and offices^ to grant pardons, 
and patents of grace, with other dbli-' 
ging moiives, theCourtiers, efpecial- 
ly the churchmen began to magnifie, } 
or rather^deifie him with fublime at* f 
uibuts, as we read in Symmachus in his ' 
"Epidlcs to Theodofiusy SLndf^alentinioMy 
wherin his ftile unto them is reftrad- 
terniusy urftrtfmnmrienj njeBra fereAm- 
tasy vejbra tlementiay &c. then he began 
to be caird Dhu% Imperator':, but touch- 
ing the title, of Majejlafj which was 
given alf augendo Imperium ( as w*as 
touch'd before^) or as fonie wold have 
it a majori flatu 5 it is an attribut of 
no great antiquity, for it is net found 
ahibngtheold Authors, and itratiic 
rot till Henry thefeconds time to FrafTi^ 
who is not us'd to bebackward in af- 
fuming, andapplyengtitlcof great- 
hes tohcr felf.. 

But concerning the dignity of Em- 
pfrotiTyas heretofore, fo is he ft ill ac- 
counted the prime mentat and Priiicc 
paramount among (Jhriftians, and not 

only 
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only among them, but the Turk ^ next 
himfelf accounts the Gefman Empe- 
rour the greateft Monark upon Earth, 
andefteems him accordingly, which 
appeer'd in the perfon of Danjtd Png^ 
nadiuSy who being not an age fince 
Ambaffadorin Conitamimple for the 
Chriftiaii Empcrour , and coming 
for audience to the Duana in the Sera- 
^Uop the Pt^fan Ambaffador had come 
beforehand got thechair, but VngnA- 
rf/W offering to go away thcr was an 
upper chair put for him. 

Another time upon the celebration 
^f Mahomet the Thirds Circumcifi- 
>n which lafted forty daies&: nights, 
ther being then in Conltaxtinople^ the 
Legatsof the greateft Monarks upon 
Earth , yet Hee who was Ambafla- 
doir at that time for the Emperour 
Rodu^fbus the fecond had alwayes the 
firft place.

dent a Manark as (bme other Kings, 
for belides that he is but Tcpant tor 
life and govcrn'dby Diets which are 
Imperial parleraents^ the Eledors 
may be fayed to be his Ajjociats , and 
to have a fhare in the govermentj 
Nay , the Emperour by the ancient 
cuftoms of the ' Empire may be 
brougin to anfwer in Caups pro quibm 
impetttmfutrit ^ faycth the Bull, before 
the Count P alalia of the Rhin^ but he 
can parte no Judgement unlefTe the 
Emperonr himfelt be prefent in Im- 
ptridli curia. 

1 her want no examples thatfomc 
Emperqurs have bin deposed for their ■ 
mai-adminiftration, an inftance fhall 
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e made in fVenceftaui in the yeer 
400. who was formally degraded by 
le Archbifhop oiMentn upon a pub- 
que cheater in the plaines oiBruhach 
eer the iriver of Rfeu by a judicial 
jnience, which I thought w6rthy the 
iferting here.

was only call'd Cdfar Kfyfer in Dutch, 
wchappellation continueth to this day; 
And it wsLsCharles the 5 who introduc'd

In tJie Diets after the Emperoiir 
the Princes Eleftors are the prime 
ftate, among whom the P/W^sliavc 
ftill the priority j The Tecond Hare 
is compos'd of/iwr Arch-bijhopSy viz. tie 
of Magdenturg ( who is primat of all 
Germanj ) He of S^hburg , he of Be- 
faxifen, and the Arch-bimopof J^y^w^r, 
which Aichbiftioprick the Kings of 
Denmark have h^d a long time; Then 
ther are, one and thirty Sifhof^j and 
eleverv^i^^r^, wherof he of Fulda is 
the chicfjhavine above fourfcore thou- 
fand rich dollers m annuall revenue*^ Then 
come the fecular Princes of the Em- 
pire^ wherof the Anh-duke% of Auflria 
are firft, and they are divided into 
two branches, ^iz. of Germany and 
Btsrguijdy. 

The third Eftate is compos'd Qdm- 
periaJ towns which are about jjxty fi^e 
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in jiomber , fom wherof hold fdy A 
from the Emperour ( vvhich are ac- z 
counted the moft noble> ) and fomc r 
are Relevant from other Princa. o 
Ther is another fort of Towns call'd 1 
the Hanfiatique Towns 3 twixt whom .o 
ther is a ftrong confedcrac^ry and fra- p 
ternal league in merchantile aftairs ; ^- 
They are'divided into/«w claffes, or 
Metropolitan Cities^to wit Lubeckfiir , 
len^Brmfmdk:^ and Danzick^yfho have 
a folemn yeerly convention at LiMt 
where they keep their Records, The 
H&ns or Hanfiatique Affociation is of 
long antiquity; touching the iwrf, 
fome wold fetch it from hand^ becaufe 
they of the Society plight their feith 
when they enter into the fraternity} 
others derive it from the word Haiifi^ 
which is Cw/^/ifiSfor advice in the &* 
tbique toung; Others wold have it 
from Hmder fee which fignificth a 
place neer the Sea , and this paflcth for 
the moft current Etymologic, in re- 
gard that all their Townes are fo fitu- 
atcd, or. upon fom Navigable river 
leading to the Sea. The" Extent of 
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theoldJtf4« was fiom the Nerve in 
Liffla>id 3 as far as the banks of the 
^lv>, comprehending about 6^ tmnet 
of traffique, whereof the faiaifer great 
Towns afore namM were the feveral 
precin<as; The Kings of Po/<wd^ and 
Sweden have fued to l>e their ProteSer > 
but they refused them , becaufe they 
v/txc not Princes (f the Empire ^^ They 
put off theKing of Demnarque alfo witn 
a eomplement , nor wold they admit 
of the King o! Spain when he was 
moft pcwerfull in the Netherlands > ' 
though afterwards they defir'd his 
help when 'twas toolatejThey refus'd 
alio the Duke of Anjou , not with- , 
. ftandmg that the world thought at 
that time he {hold have married 
£lueenElizud?ethoi England^ who ap- 
pccr'd for him in this bufines > whcf- 
by 'twas probable 3 they might have 
recovered their old priviledges in 
Bngland 5 So that I do not find that 
they liad any otherProte6kor(unlcs of 
late yccrs ) but the great matter of 
Vrufsia 3 and their want of a Protcdor 
did do them fome prejudice in that 
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famous difFerence they had with 
Queen Elisiobeih^y The old Hans had 
Extraordinary immunities conceded 
unto them by our Henry the third , be- 
caufe they aflitted him in bis warrs 
with fo many Ships, and, as they pre- 
tended 5 the King was not only to pay 
them for the fervice of the fayed 
Ships 3 but for the veffels themfelfs in 
cafe they RufcarriedjNowjit fortun'd, 
that upon their return to GerrM- 
nj from ferving Henry the third , a 
;reat part of their Fleet was calt away 
J diftreffe of weather^ for which ac 
cording. to covenant ttiey demanded 
reparation ; Our King in lieu of mo* 
ney gave them fome irtlTiumties^ and a. 
mong other ads of grace , they were 
to ^^zyhm one per cent oi&QVfi y which 
continued till Queen Mmes time ^ and 
by th(?advice ot King Vhilif her hus- 
band (he Enhanced ihcone to tmntjper 
cent ; The lAar, s not only complain'd, 
but clammor'd allowd for breach of 
their ancient privileges confirmed un- 
to them by long prefcription from 
thirteen fuccelfive Kings of England ^ 

which 
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wlaicli they pretended to have pour- 
chas'd with their money ; King Vhilip 
nndertook to accommodat the bufincs, 
but Queen Mary dieng , a Itttlc after 
( out of a conceit of the Iclfe oicdais^ 
which Aie fayed upon her death-bed 
(hould be foundEngraven in her hcan 
iffhewereopen'dy'and he retiring 
hence^ there could be nothing done 5 
Complaints being made afterwards to 
Queen EUzd^thy (he anlWered , that , 
asjhemldnot inmvat any things ^ fofhe 
would froteB them Hill in ihe immunities y 
and condition ^e found them. Hereupon 
their navigation, and traffic* was fuf- 
pended awhile, which prov'd very 
advantagious to the Engl:]b 5 for they 
tryed what they could do themfelts 
hercinyand after fom adventures they 
thrive fo well that they took the 
whole trade into their own hands3and 
fo divided themfelfs to Staplers , and 
Merchant adventurers^ the one refiding 
conllant in one place, the other ftir- 
ring^ and adventurinig to divers towns 
abroad with cloth, and other manu- 
fadures; This fo ncdcd the H4»5,that 
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they dcvis'd all the wayes they coiild 
to draw upon them the ill opinion of 
other Nations J Moreover the Hani 
towns being a body incorporated in 
the German Epfpirfy cotnplain'd to the 
Bmperour^ who fent over AmbaiTadors 
toraediatthebufineSjbut they retur- 
ned ftill re infeaa-^ Hehipon the Quceo 
caus'd a proclamation to be pub- 
lifli'd , that the Merchants of thjB 
JIa»$ {hold be intreated y and iis'd as 
all other ftrangers within her domi- 
nions in point of Comercej without a- 
ny mark of diflindioo. 

This nettled them the more , ther- 
upon they bent their forces more ea- 
gerly, and in an Imperial Dietdt'KattS' 
ton chey procur'd that the En^Uflj 
Merchants who had a0bciated them* 
felfs in corporations both in IcMhden ? 
and other places y (hold be adjudged 
Monopolies J whereupon ther was a Ct- 
mitiai EdiB procur'd againft them 
that they fhold' be exterminated ^ 
and banifli'd out of all parts of the 
Ew/>w 3 which was done by the a6li- 
vity of Suderman a great Civilian ; 

Ther 
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Ther was there at that time foiQiiccn 
Elizabeth Mr. Gilpin^ as nimble a man 
as Suderman ^ and he had the Chan^ 
cdior oihrnbden to countenance and 
fecohd him, but they coidd not flop 
the BdiB wherby cHe fociety of En^* 
iK/b Merchants adventurers were pro- 
nounced a Monopoly ; yet Gilpin played 
his cards {o well that he wrought un- 
der han4 that the fayed Imperial Bam 
ftiold not be publidi'd till after the . 
diflblution of the Diet y and that in the 
interim' his Imperial Majcfty (hold 
fend an Ambaflador to England to ad- 
vertife the Qjieen of fuch proceedings 
againft her Merchants • But this 
made io little imprcffion on thcQueen, 
that the fayed j5^/; grew to be rather 
ridiculous than iormidable; for the 
town of Ei»ibden harboured our 
Merchants notwithftanding ) and af- 
terwards the town ot Stode^ but they, 
being not fo able to protcd them a- 
gainftthe Imperial 5^;^ removed, and 
[ettled themfelfs in Hamburgh ; After 
this the Queen commanded another 
proclamation to be publi{h'd,that the 
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upon the Pole fent a ranting Arnbalfa- 
<ior in the behalf ohhcHanSy who 
jpake in a high tone ^ but the Queeh 
Jhcrfclf did fucldenly anfwer him in a 
higher. 

Thefe premiffcs being well confi- 
dered^ it prov'd an advantagious thing 
for Enffland that this cladilell out be- 
twixt Her and the HanSy for ever fincc 
•the Eriglt^ Merchants have beaten a 
peaceful! and an un- interrupted cra3e 
into High and Low Germany^with their 
Manufafturcs of WcoU the Golden 
fleece of England^ ztidi found alfo a way 
through the H^ite Sea to jircbangeB} 
and Mofco , which may be fayed to 
have been the chief ground of that en- 
creafc of Shipping, Mariners , and 
Mcrchandifing which fhe is come 
unto. * 

Now? thcr is one paflagc in this re- 
lation obfcrvablc^that the HoKS'towns^ 
do not tie themfclfs to obey the Bans^ 
and Edifbs of the Imperial Diff no 
further than it conduceth to their own 
intcrcft , as it anpccr'il by. the ex- 
amplcs oiEtnbdenJstode and Hambur^^ 
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in thfe traverfcs of this bufinef^ which 
towftsftuck Ahxod\cEngb;hVsidLpnG^y 
notwithftanding the publique crania- 
(kions & prohibitions oi thtDiet co the 
contrary^e^^^^f Sylviushath a memo- 
rable critical faying of theG^r;?^^^ Diets 
VViien he fayeth omnes GermanorurnDietas 
tffe valdefdcundaSy et qmtmlihet in ventre 
habere alteram , Ac credible e(l quia fa- 
HKMum (it^nomen libenter impregnariy fil- 
taseftparturire.Ml the German Diets are 
fruitmll, in regard ev'ry one hath ano- 
ther commonly in its belly ^and 'tis cre- 
dible becaufc Diet isofthcFaeminine 
gender (he is more willing to be goc 
with ChildjwheriintO alluded alio the 
faying oicharles the fift, viz. That the 
German Diets were like Viper s, for as 
thefe deftroy their Damms , fo the 
letter Decrees of Diets deftroy the 
former. 

I have dwelt longer upon this par- 
icular, than my propos'd brevity 
equir'd, buc the Hani being that 
►arc of the Empire with whoni 
',/jgland hath moft correfpondence in

Yet Germany or jilmaini as the know- 
ing ftatifts have delivered their opini- y 
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ons 5 is a continent of that large ex- 
panfion , and fo well peepled , that 
take the whole bujk together (he is a- 
blc to rayfe two hundred thoufand 
effeftif men, and maintain them by a 
general unanimous contribution. 

Now 5 my Lord , if you defire to 
know the reafon of this fo great an al- 
teration and decay of the Minnan Em- 
pire, ther were many caufes concurr-d 
therunto, die main caufe was touch'd 
before , viz. the tfanflation of C^ari 
Court from Rom to Conitantinoplej 
wh erby //ii^,and the reft of the Weft, 
ern parts oi tht'Empire were left obvi- 
ous and as a prey to other Nations ; 
Addheruntothe difmembring of the 
Empire into Eatt and Weft ^ with o- 
f her accidents pointed at before. 

Biit for the declination of the Occi- 
dental Empire founded by Cbarlemain 5 
ther was a greater concurrence of cau* 
fes ; Firft the unhappy partition that 
Lewis the Gentle charUmains Son, made 
pf the Empire to find a-pannage and 
portions for his Sons, wherof he had 
three ; Adde herunto, that when the 

Em- 



Empire came to be within the Germm 
pale^and/^tf/)/ became but a Vrovinct 
to Germany yhQing to be difpos'd ot by 
the Colledg of EU'Slors , They who 
afpir'dtobeEmperours, or to have 
their Sons to fucceed them us'd to 
prepoffefle, and oblige the EleBors by 
donatifs , and indeed no leffe than 
bribes, as Charles the fourth to make 
his Son Vrenceflaus capable to fucceed 
him 3 oflFer'd them a hundred thoufand 
Florins speece ^ as t>£neas Sylvius hath 
it, but having no ready money to fa- 
tisfy them , he transferred, andpafs'd 
Over fom /wi^w^ townes unto them, 
wherof the Count Falatin of the Rloin 
had three for his (hare at one time, 
"viz. Openheimj Inquelien^Sc K^erlaufen. 
It is recorded in the Imperial Annals 
that Gerardus Archbiihop of Mentz, 
was caird propola Imperii^ the Hucfler 
ofthe Empire, and having confpir'd 
with others of his Complices againft 
Alhrt the drik^ and dcfign'd to ele£t 
another Emperourjthe fayed Gerardut 
having a hunting horn about him, and 
being a potent popular man, lie wind- 
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cd out Ithefe words In hoc mnu amfhi^ 
resgeitoCi£[arfS , In this horn I carry 
msiny K^fars^viz^ Cafars^ The Em- 
pour taking this in indignation , hy 
the fpccialTbenedidion oF Jleavefi, he 
was quit with him 5 and his confpde- 
rats afterwards, by making them car- 
ry doggs about the Countrey fo many 
milesj which is acccounted in Germa^ 
the difgracefulleft and moft oppropri- 
ous kind of puniftiment that can be-in- 
flicted upo J a NoUrman^ or GciitUfMn , 
wheras a Boore or pletean is copdqipn'd 
according to the quality of his pf- 
jimce to carry only a fh^r from one 
County to another J fuch apeciiliar 
puniftiment ther was of old in France^ 
tor wheras ther was a lawcall'd U^kj 
de la chevelure thsLt none {hold wear 
long hair but the NobleSy he whp hai 
committed ^ny degencrous offence 
was adjudged to have his hair cutt oSf 
before the tribunal of luft ice 3 andfo 
was degraded from being 2l gentleman > 
his honor 'going away with his hair^ 
and ib made a Roturier or Teoman : The 
ilcry tells, us that the Eraperour Tre- 
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'eriqtii Barbaroffa made Hermannm 
;iount Palatin of the Rhin , and ten 
;^ounts more to carry d$gfis above 
)ne GertMH mile , for the praedations, 
md ill balancing of doUars^with other 
infolences they had committed while 
le was in Itdy warring with th^Pope^ 
igainft whom we read he had twelve 
pitched battails. 

Such another clafti the Emperour 
^onraduA had with Guelphus Duke of 
Barvma^who bore up a good while a- 
gainft him^ at laft the Emperour y re^ 
:ruting his Army with Italian Auxi* 
iiaries, (hut up theDuke in Wimberga^ 
and beleagred him fo clofe that he 
was ready to famifti- And the Em- 
perour having bin provok'd fo farr 
that he h^td vow'd to put all to fyre and 
fword 5 The Ducheffe being a come- 
ly couragious Lady went through the 
throng of the army into the Empe- 
rours tcnt3 and made fuch a flexani- 
itious fpccch which fo melted the Em- 
perour 5 that he publifh'd a proclama- 
tion, that for her fake all the Women 
oif^f^mbirga (hold have fafc conduft 
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to dq>art and carry away upon their 
backs as much of their moft precious 
wealth that they could bear . Her up- 
on the Dutchefie took the Duke upon 
her back, and evry wife by her exam- 
pie her husband, mayds and unmarri- 
ed women took up their brothers, and 
kindred, and fo all marched out ; The 
Emperour being much taken with 
this witty peece of humanity ^publift'd 
a generall ad oiAmneHU^ and fo the 
Duke was redintegrated into his ia- 
vor. This memorable ftory I couch'd 
once into verff^ being a task imposed 
upon me 3 and the Epigram runns 
thus. .

But to return where wc leftjanother 
caufe of the Empouft decay > wasj that 
being often reduc'd to fom exigents for 
want of money 3 they us'd to have re- 
courstothericheft/w/>«Vrf/roir;7jfor a 
fupply^ who us'd to lend them money > 
and the Emperour spayed them their 
rnoney back with immunities j Many 
towns in Italy got their necks out of 
defars yoak this way^and fom of them 
very cheap^as Florence^ for it coft her 
but (ix tijoufand CrowaeSy and Luca ten 
thoufand'^&c. In fomuch that the liber- 
tics of moft of the free Citties of Italy y 
much more of high and low Germany y 
fpruns out of the neccflities of the 
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Emperours y wherby their power as 
well as theirglory did daylie decline; 
Adde herunto that the Biftiopps ot 
Mame feathered their nefts froip tioie to 
time with the Eagles pluipes^ fpecially 
in Italy y{ot beudestheCityof^fmy 
and the Covntreys adjacent^fuch was 
|he high reyerence the Chwrdf had in 
thofe daies that many other territories 
were given to the uipojlolical Ste y and 
fince, by well devoted Princes^ Info- 
much that the Pope is grown herby to 
he a ^TGat temporal Prince, for the ftate 
of the Church extends above three buih 
dred miles in length , and akotft two htiih 
dred miles in breadth-^ It contains the 
Dutchy of Ferrara , BokgnOj RomamSj 
the Marquifat of Ancona^ SalnMy Pe- 
rugiay with a part of 'Tofcanyy thie Fa- 
trimny of Saint Feter^ and Latium ; in 
thefe there are above 5 o Bifhopricksj 
He dothi fignorize alfo over the Dut- 
chy oi Spoleto and i\\q Exarchat oi Roy 
venna , he hath the Towns oiBeneveih 
to in the Kingdom of jV4/)/^y, and the 
County oif^enijfe in France call'd^x^- 
mn:y he hath title good enough to 
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N^fki z\Sohttk% and CalaMay hot 
rather than incurr the diplefure of the 
Kwgoi Spain his Champion^and chief 
[upporter of his C hair ^ he is con- 
tented with an annual heriot of a 
vyhite Mule with a pursfull of piftols 
about her neckj He pretends alio to be 
Lord paramount of 5ia7^3 Urbin^Parma^ 
and Majfnan ^ as alfo oi Norway^ Ire* 
Und , and England fince King Jo^io did 
proftrat our Crown at Panduipbo his 
Legats feet : His Dominions reach 
from one Sea to another , viz. from 
the Tyrrhene to the Adriatique^^Tidi thefe 
Territories run through the center of 
Italy 9 which enables the Pope to do 
good or harm to thePrinces abouthim^ 
and makes him capable to be an r^n- 
pfr^,or a potent £;^^ 5 his authority 
being mixt twixt fecuUr zndfpiritualy 
for he can ufe the fword i and thun- 
der-bolt of Excommunication at ple- 
fure ; And ( to return to our chief 
fubjed) moft of the Countreys. point- 
ed at before being feathers oi the £^ik 
did much decreafeherftrength. 
Moreover^as the Roman Chwch did 
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this way impair the pqwei: of the £i»- 
fire^ fo lYiQ Reformed Church -^ and the 
difference of Religion in Germany did 
much enfeeble it j For thofe Princes 
who turn'd/.«t&^r4^daylie encroach'd 
upon 3 and impropriated the demeans 
of the church , which was a great iup- 
port to the Emperour , being more 
devoted to himt^ than to the iecnlar 
Princes. 

But to go a little moie particularly 
to worki we will not rove in ^fia and 
Afrique where fo many mighty pans 
of the Continent fell from the Rormn 
Empire^ nor will we look fo farr bade 
in Europe as to fpeak of the defeftioo 
of Spain y France y and Grfat Britaini 
which was the firft Province that fell 
from Rome , though indeed Rome may 
he fayed to have feUen firft from Hefi 
being not able by reafon of warr-s ftic . 
had in other Countreys, to protefi: the 
Britains againft the PiBs y as England , 
fayes now in point of Religion that (he 
had never fallen away from Rome^ un- 
lefle Rome had fallen from her fclfj I 
fay we will not look fo fart back, but 
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:ome to more modern Times fince the 
empire came within the German fale^ 
ThcySpfiJl^ were one of the laft that 
revolted, who being fummon'd to the 
[mperiah Chamber at Spire^ chey fenc 
I rough, hewn Ambaffadors totellthc 
Imperial Councel in thefe words, Da- 
mini cof^^derati Heluetii vosnAcimsfuoi 
[ahere juhenh mrantat'vero quod tarn crt- 
Ms citatiomhm^ &c. The Lords Con- 
faederats of SmtzerUnd do greet you 
their Neighbours , but they wonder 
that by your fo frequent citations you 
wold difquiet Them^ therfore they 
pray and exfmn you, that you woul4 
no further moleft Them. In Charles the 
fifts time the Livonians fell o&y and He 
(ummoning them to their obedience^ 
and menacing to reduce them other- 
wife by force, they fent him a geeriog 
Anfwer , That, they ieleev'd his Harfe 
vpold tyre befwe he co$dd reaeh the skirts 9f 
Liefland, as Thmnm hath it. . A Ger* 
man Author hath it upon record, that 
fince the reign oiRodolfh the firft, a- 
bove two hundred States and Princes 
have un.membred> and emaodpatcd 

them- 



diemfelfs from the German Emperour i 
who were us'd to obey his fummoiiS38t 
tiUake their apparance accordingly. 

Touching Germany ic felf^ 'tis tru, 
that it is a huge Continent^ and full of 
Princes ^ whicli make fora compare 
her to a Firmament fpangled » with 
StarSi Others compare the EMperour to 
a great Luminary incircled with the 
feven Planets , meaning the Septem^ 
ijtrati or the CoUedg ot E/^flf^5, and 
not improperly, for this agrees with 
theC^'^r^^'^ Armsjwhich are SokSdturh 
arm'd , and crown'd Mori ^ and the 
Eagle difplayed with two heads ; yet^ 
though therby the Etoperour be call'd 
Bex Regumy thefe Princes are prejudi- 
cial to his great nef, wheror Ih-aim 
Ambaflador to vS^/^^ti^ the great Turk 
gave a hint by an ingenuous Fable 
which was thus ; When Maximilian ^ 
the fecond was chofetf Emperour, the 
forefaycd ibraim wa« then at Frank- 
forty who having bin a Spedator to 
the ceremony , a^id obfcrv'd what 
^eat Princes attended the Emperour 
that d&y , and being told that fom of 
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them could ray fe an Army of chem " 
^ felfs , and maintain it againft any 
* power , . The Ambaflfador fmilingly 
fayed. That he doubted not of the 
puifl&nce of Germany , but he obferv'd 
that the Minds and Actions , the 
Counfcls and Interefts of the Germani 
were like a beaft with many heads, 
and tayls, which in cafe of oeceflity 
being to pafs througb a hedg/and 
ev'ry head feeking to find a par- 
ticular hole to pais thorough , they 
were a hindrance one to another, 
ev'ry head drawing after his own fan*^ 
cy, and fo hazarded the deftru6tion 
both of all the heads body &tayls :BuCs 
the Empire of 5(?/(f»?i;? his great Ma- 
.ftcr was like a beaft with many tayls, 
yet fli^had but one head, which head 
being to get thorough or over any paf- 
fagc, without any cdhfufion, ordiffe- ' 
rcnce of fancy^all the tayls 5 and the 
whole body 'followed fmoothly af- 
ter. 

Laftly, the fetallft cauic of the de- 
cay ofC^^r was the monftrous fuctef- 
ics of the Mahumetan^ whofe half Moon 
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the preceding Comet did foretell An^ 
i5j8.)fordirc£i:lyor coll^tpi;aUy it 
hath bin the caufe ot all tHp warrs 
that happen d ever fince in Chriften- 
doniej which made King Iames^2LS if he 
had bin Prophet as well as Prince^io fay 
iinto his privy Councell5upon the firlt 
ty dings vi^hich were brought him that 
his fon-xri-law was gohe tt) Trague^yiy 
X^rd$y this is a fad tufinefyond the youngefi 
man amongfl us (haB^n ot live to fee the end 
of it which prov'd tru. 

Tne Bohemian Crown was firft of- 
fered by the Revolters to the Duke of 
Saxony^ but hce out of a political pru- 
dence^ as-well as out of the fidelity 
and alleageance he ow'd i\\QEmperoury 
declin'd it; Then they refleded upon { 
the Count Palatin 'of the shin as a 
Prince that might hQpar negotio^ and 
able to go through-ftitch with it , In 
regard of his powerful alliances, 
TnefCing of great Britain being hii 
Father-in-law ^ the King of Denmark 
his Onckle , the ftatcs ot Holland his 
confcdcratts ^ and Maurice Prince of 
Qrenge with the Duke oihoviilonivfho

was call'd the old ^rdemmfox jbeing 
alfp his Oncles ^ which lafithreey inci- 
ted him firft unto that great Attempt, 
though he paus'd a good while upon 
it, and refolv'd twice to decline it, till 
his lady fecm'd to reproch his pufil- 
laniiiiity, telling him y Hadyott Stty the 
courage to venture upon a T^ng ofgrealhri- 
talnsfole Daughter^ and mil you not ven- 
ture upon a Crown uheri 'tis o§e/djou> 

The Coifnt Palatin then was look'd 
upon asoneof the fortiinacjfl Princes iii 
Germahy^Ha^vin^ the bcft lady in his bed^ 
the beftjf4ifc of W/V5,d:iebeft library of 
Bwlfjthebejfl cellar of wine of any of 
the reft. . 

Maxirhilidp the old Duke of UnruA- 
ria y ftuck clofe to the Emper our in this 
quartell, for by his affiftance and con- 
ducSkan army of 2 5 ooo. was routed by 
leffe then fifteen thoufand, and the Ci- 
ty of Prague with the whole Kingdom 
was recover'd for ihQErhperour -^ On 
the otherfide by the arms of the King 
of Spain and the cohdud of Marquti 
Spinola the Palatini was cooquer'dy 
though the Vrincts of the Knion had

an Army of forty thoufand efFc- 
difmen under, the Marquis of -/iA/^- 
hack and others to defend it^ but 
'twas fayed that dQlu% verfahatur in Ge- 
neratihus^ that the Generals were 
corrupted 5 and that the acqueft was 
made mott by Spanifb piftdls^ than by 
Spinous Smrd. ' • 

Herupon at a folemn Aflfembly'of 
the Electors at RatUbon Anno 1623 > 
the EUBoyjhip of the Rhwy 'and the ^r- 
chtctapiferfhip^wkh all the prerogatives, 
and perquifits, the authorities and 
enfranchifements 5 and honors an- 
neKed therunto was conferred upon the 
Duke oi Bavaria hr term pf life; But 
in another Affembly 1 ^28> which, was 
five yeers after at Pragufy this gjreat 
Grant was not only confirm*d unto 
him during his own life, but entayl'd 
upon his Heirs to Perpetuity , and 
wichall^the upper Palatinat was tranf-.
